The mo st embarrassing thing that co uld 
happen to the Jo hnso n administratio n in 
1965 wo uld be the beginning o f an eco n­ 
o mic letdo wn. 
President Jo hnso n was elected to the 
presidency o n No v , 3 as a means o f 
maintaining an eco no mic status quo that 
was satisfacto ry . This lo o med o v er all 
o ther v o ter mo tiv es, tho ugh it was the 
least discussed. The standing rule o f U.S. 
po litics is that v o ters nev er v o te to thro w 
o ut an administratio n when times arc 
go o d. 
Therefo re, the Jo hnso n administratio n 
ran be ex pected to do ev ery thing po s­ 
sible to keep times go o d. During his cam ­ 
paign, President Jo hnso n said he wo uld 
pro po se ex cise tax reductio n in 1965. In­ 
co me tax reductio n in 1964 had been 
credited with bo o sting the eco no my this 
y ear. 
There is a new tho ught in circulatio n 
abo ut federal tax es. It harmo nizes with the 
Jo hnso n administratio n’s “ centrist” po si­ 
tio n in po litics in general. 


TT IS THE tho ught that tax po licy , 
which had been used in the past to bring 
abo ut refo rm, sho uld be used to bring 
abo ut eco no mic stimulatio n. The tho ught 
had cry stallized in the Kennedy adminis­ 
tratio n. It was so ld to Co ngress in the 
Interim Jo hnso n administratio n. 
It was shared by Sen. Go ldwater. He 
spo ke o f plans to reduce inco me tax es 
In 5 per cent Installments until there 
had been a 25 per cent reductio n

TT WOULD BE eco no mic fo lly to pile

wo uld be justified, if a bo o m threatened 
to get o ut o f hand. 
It wo uld be fo o lhardy to pile up surplus 
rev enue fo r increases in federal spending. 
Fo r o nce in a lifetime it is better po litics 
to cut back spending than beef it up. 
The alternativ e to piling up surplus 
rev enue is to reduce tax es, thereby stim­ 
ulating the eco no my and pro ducing mo re 
rev enue. 
The co ro llary o f tax reductio n 
that 
stimulates the eco no my 
and 
pro duces 
mo re rev enue is to redistribute mo re tax 
mo ney amo ng the 50 states, thus co unter­ 
ing the charge o f to o much centralizatio n 
o f po wer and enco uraging the states to 
ex ercise the po wer o f decisio n that critics 
o f “ big go v ernment" accuse Washingto n 
o f taking away . 
This wo uld be co nsistent with a centrist 
po sitio n in po litic.s-a centrist po sitio n in 
federal fiscal po licy .

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A New Thought On Taxation 


The Johnson administration is talking 
about an excise tax reduction in 1965. 


The most embarrassing thing that could 
happen to the Johnson administration in 
1965 would be the beginning of an econ­ 
omic letdown. 
President Johnson was elected to the 
presidency on Nov. 3 as a means of 
maintaining an economic status quo that 
was satisfactory. This loomed over all 
other voter motives, though it was the 
least discussed. The standing rule of U.S. 
politics is that voters never vote to throw 
out an administration when times are 
good. 
Therefore, the Johnson administration 
can be expected to do everything pos­ 
sible to keep times good. During his cam ­ 
paign. President Johnson said he would 
propose excise tax reduction in 1965. In­ 
come tax reduction in 
1964 had been 
credited with boosting the economy this 
year. 
There is a new thought in circulation 
about federal taxes. It harmonizes with the 
Johnson administration’s "centrist” posi­ 
tion in politics in general. 


IT IS THE thought that tax policy, 
which had been used in the past to bring 
about reform, should be used to bring 
about economic stimulation. The thought 
had crystallized in the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration. It was sold to Congress in the 
interim Johnson administration. 
It was shared by Sen. Coldwater. He 
spoke of plans to reduce income taxes 
in 5 per cent installments until there 
had been a 25 per cent reduction 
Sylvia Porter, business and financial 
columnist, recently sketched in the back­ 
ground of this new thought. 
It is the fact that economic growth 
can produce enough revenue at reduced 
tax rates to cover government costs if 
thev are kept in check 
The country is growing larger 
If is 
producing 
more revenue. 
Miss 
Porter 
points out that the national debt is get­ 
ting smaller in relation to the size of 
the economy; that its 50 per cent relation­ 
ship to gross national product now is 
hack where it was before World War IT. 
though at the end of World War TI it 
was 133 per cent of the gross national 
product 


IT WOULD BE economic folly to pile 


up surplus revenue for drastic reduc­ 
tions 
in 
the debt. 
Gradual 
reductions 
wojld be justified, if a boom threatened 
to get out of hand. 
It would be foolhardy to pile up surplus 
revenue for increases in federal spending. 
For once in a lifetime it is better politics 
to cut back spending than beef it up. 
The alternative to piling up surplus 
revenue is to reduce taxes, thereby stim­ 
ulating the economy and producing more 
revenue. 
The corollary of tax 
reduction 
that 
stimulates the economy 
and 
produces 
more revenue is to redistribute more tax 
money among the 50 states, thus counter­ 
ing the charge of too much centralization 
of power and encouraging the states to 
exercise the power of decision that critics 
of "big government" accuse Washington 
of taking away. 
This would be consistent with a centrist 
position in politics—a centrist position in 
federal fiscal policy. It is one more jot 
of evidence that the Johnson administra­ 
tion Is trying to neutralize conservative 
critics by beating them to the punch.

Labor Eyes New Role In Congress 


In 
the 
new 
Congress, the 
AFL-CIO hopes to replace t h e 
Southern Democrats as the bal­ 
ance of power. If it does, the 
action may produce one of the 
stormiest and most inflpential 
congressional sessions since the 
New Deal Congress of 1933. 


The key test of Labor's con­ 
gressional strength is likely to 
come on a proposal to amend 
the Taft-Hartley law so t h a t 
states no longer will be able to 
pass "right-to-work" statutes. 
For the first time since Taft- 
Hartley was passed in 1947, the 
AFL-CIO legislative experts feel 
they have enough strength 
at 
their command in the new Con­ 
gress to 
push 
through 
t h e 
amendment without risking the 
Injection 
of, 
for 
them, 
even 
more odious provisions into the 
labor law. 


LABOR’S ESTIMATE of its 
congressional power was made 
immediately after the Election 
Day sweep by Hie Democrats, a 
campaign in which the AFL-CIO 
invested more than $1 million. 
The critical question tor the 
Labor lobbyists was the com­ 
plexion of the House They felt 
the .Senate was safely on their 
side even before the election 
and was sure to remain so. 
The AFL-CIO has learned to 
he coldly objective in its legis­ 
lative estimates. 
Its 
"head 
count" of the new Congress was 
not based on party labels but on 
which 
representatives, 
from 
either party, were from labor's 
point of view, "friendly." 
Labor now concludes it has 
picked up from 41 to 43 friendly 
congressional votes. Before the 
election, 
the AFL - CIO esti­ 
mated it needed only from 21 to 
25 friendly votes to ensure a 
House majority for the Taft- 
Hartley amendment. 
A federation spokesman, still 
glowing over the victory, s a i d 
that even if a more detailed 
evaluation of the new congress­ 
men, now in process, shows that 
some cannot be counted "safe’’ 
in a vote on the amendment, 
there was sure to be at least the 
25-vote minimum needed. 


A DECISION on whether to 
try for the amendment must be 
made bv the Labor Federation's 
Executive Council, but the legis­ 
lative experts were confident 
that the word will be "go " 
At the moment, the next coun­ 
cil session is scheduled for Feb­ 
ruary and AFL-CIO President 
George Meany is in Japan for a

states to outlaw the union shop. 
lf the section were dropped, the 
whole matter would become fed­ 
eral jurisdiction and the Taft- 
Hartley sanction of union-shop 
will prevail. 


THE FIGHT 
against 
state 
right-to-work laws has cost the 
AFL-CIO $12 million out of poc­ 
ket. and untold millions more in 
dues 
and initiation fees that 
m em ber unions might have col­ 


lected. 
but didn t, 
in the 20 
States where such laws have 
been passed. 
What's more, the federation’s 
campaign against the law at the 
state level has not been too suc­ 
cessful. 
Three 
states 
have 
passed right-to-work laws since 
1957. In three states where such 
laws were defeated, proponents, 
abetted by a national right-to- 
work 
committee. 
promptly 
started the campaign all over 
again. 
The 
AFL-CIO 
wants 
this 
"threat” removed permanently, 
and appears willing to stake its 
congressional prestige on t h e 
issue. 
The 
important 
thing 
about 
this amendment will be that a 
vote on it will reflect the con­ 
gressional 
mood 
regarding 
State's Rights. 
Opponents are sure to raise 
the 
State’s 
Rights question 
Which ever way Congress goes 
m ay set the tone of its attitude 
toward a number of other bills 
in which state vs Federal power 
is in question, including reap­ 
portionment. 
The labor experts agree that 
the final success of any legisla­ 
tion will hinge on the stand tak­ 
en by the Johnson administra­ 
tion. 
Without 
administration 
barking, it is clear that no bill 
will have much chance in the 
new Congress.
